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The  estimated  mid-year  population  has  fallen  by  4 0 from 
3210  to  3170. 

The  number  of  births  registered  this  year  was  32  compared 
with  41  last  year,  and  the  adjusted  birth  rate  was  10.8  compared 
with  13.7  in  19&9  and  16.0  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  this 
year.  This  represents  the  low  ratio  of  ,68  when  the  local  and 
National  rates  are  compared. 

Only  two  of  the  births  occurred  at  home  - there  were  no 
illegitimate  births  and  although  there  was  only  one  still  birth 
the  still  birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  at  30  was 
more  than  double  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole  at  13. 

36  deaths  were  registered,  6 fewer  than  last  year.  The 
adjusted  local  death  rate  was  14.1,  compared  with  15.3  last  year, 
and  11.7  for  England  and  Wales  in  1970,  The  local  adjusted  rate  had 
a ratio  of  1.21  to  the  National  rate.  Of  the  36  deaths  mentioned,  24 
occurred  outside  the  district,  all  but  twTo  in  Hospitals. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year, 

GENERAL  SERVICES 

No  change  in  general  services  took  place  during  the  year. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1948  and  1951, 

No  formal  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  these  Acts 
but  supervision  was  necessary  in  one  doubtful  case,  involving  two 
elderly  men,  living  together.  One  died  at  home  and  the  other  has 
voluntarily  accepted  accommodation  in  a County  Home.
